The Entomological Society of Ontario 

The forty-fifth annual report of the 
Entomological Society has Just been 
issued byjhe Ontario department of 
agriculture, Toronto. The president's 
address Is a valuablo contribution to 
the history of applied entomology In 
Canada, by provinces. The Insects of 
the year (1914), both In Ontario and 
Quebec, are described by several ob¬ 
servers, and valuable suggestions are 
given at to their control Among the 
other practical papers presented are 
those dealing with "The Army Worm 
In 1914," "Experiments With Poison¬ 
ed Bail for Locust Control," "An Im¬ 
ported Red Spider Attacking Fruit 
Trees," and "Control of Forest and 
Shade Tree Insects of the Farm." 
The more purely literary contribu¬ 
tions comprise a very discerning bio¬ 
graphical sketch of the celebrated 
French entomologist, Jean Henri 
Fabre, and a chatty article on “Mourn 
tains and HUla." The Entomological 
Record for tho year Is, as usual, most 
complete and Informing The many Il¬ 
lustrations are are valuable feature of 
the report, a copy of which will be* 
sent to any entomologist ^upon appli¬ 
cation to the department

Encsurage Seed Growing 

Tha Importance of Seed-Growing in 
Canada Is Emphasised 

In 1913-14, according to Information 
gathered sod supplied by Mr. George 
II t lark, the Dominion seed commis¬ 
sioner, Canada imported from Franca 
and Germany no less than , .>ou,743 
pounds of beet and mangel aecd; from 
Holland and France,J160.849 pounds of 
turnip seed, and fram France alone 
32,966 pounds of carrot seed. Radish, 
cabbage, caullfloflwer, celery and par 
snip seed were also Imported in large 
quantities, mainly (rogi Franco. While 
It la thought there waa nearly sufflc 
lent of these seeds on hanu to meat 
the requirements for thla year, these 
channels being close.1, for 1916 there 
will plainly be • dearth. 

The foregoing Important facts are 
duly set down In Bulletin No. 22, of 
the Second Bertas of the Central Ex¬ 
perimental Farm, of which M. O. 
Malte, Ph.D„ Dominion agrostologtst. 
and \V T Macoun, Dora hi to u horticul¬ 
turist, are tbe authors "Canada," the 
Bulletin very emphatically says 
"should make heraelf Independent of 
foreign markets, and produce at home 
what now haa to bj bought abroad 
Canadian farmers should not only try 
to meet tbq emergency demand for 
field root asad In the immediate fut¬ 
ure. but should alro try to establish 
a permanent seed-growing industry 
which would make them Independent 
of any other countries." There will 
assuredly not be a dissenting voice 
to this doctrine aa a general principle 
and the Bulletin, wblcL la being grat¬ 
uitously distributed and can be had 
on application to the publications 
branch, department of agriculture, Ot¬ 
tawa, tells In detail how this desirable 
state of affairs can b 1 ? brought about 
Cases are given where successful ef¬ 
fort baa already been made, hut the 
data regarding tbe matter, It would 
aeem. la not quite an available as 
could be wished. What la definitely 
known la that quantities of seed are 
bruoght In from abroad, much of 
which It la believed could, with Lie 
requisite care, be produced In Canada 
and of a character aa good and high. 

General principles for successful 
seed gnawing, or nelcctlon, ate,, are 
laid down In the Bulletin, which also 
details methods that could profitably, 
be adopted for planting, threshing 
and cleaning of many species of field 
roots. A list that is given of the beat 
varieties of vegetables for stock seed 
Is of good practical value. Farmers 
and gardeners are also reminded that 
as an Inducement to the growing of 
field foots and garden needs In Can¬ 
ada the Dominion government is will¬ 
ing to aid se^d-growere by cash sub¬ 
ventions. particulars of which cau be 
obtained from the se?d branch, de¬ 
partment of agriculture. Ottawa t 
should be added that as the purpose 
Is to encourage the growing of select¬ 
ed seed, only bona fide growers of 
such seed are ellglblo to receive the 
subventions

British Board of Trade Calls Attsrv 
tien ef FubIL to the Fact 

The British board of trade calls tbe 
attention of the public to the great 
Importance of restricting the con 
sumption of meat with a view o 
economlrtng national supplies and 
avoiding excessive Increase In prices 
This action waa taken on tha advice 
of the advisory committee of the na¬ 
tional federation of meat traders, 
which haa been Investigating the e- 
cent big Increase -n retail price of 
nearly all meats. 

Thla Increase, the committee found. 
Is duo to the Increased requirements 
of tbe British and French armlea and 
the relative shortage of vessels equip¬ 
ped for conveyance of meat overseas. 
It decided that the only way to avoid 
a further advance In tbe price would 
be to reduce appreciably the demand 
by the civil population.

TRAINING FOR BUSINESS 


Solomon's dictum that to the 
making of books there ia no end 
could, without injury, haveaprend- 
ed to it something to the effect that 
there will always be people who 
don’t believe in them, especially if 
the books be of a scientific nature. 

It i* therefore not surprising 
that there should have been dis¬ 
sentients as to the good the Mixed 
Farming Special could do when it 
visited the diatrict last week. A 
few of the critics on tbe street 
were at a loaa to see what tbe 
arrangement could phow that was 
not already known to tbe farmer. 
Fortunately, there were sufficient 
interested agriculturists in to see 
the exhibits to off-set thia view, 
and tbe enthusiasm they evinced 
showed that thejr were ready to 
acknowledge that the effort of tbe 
Government was not wasted. 

Far be it from us to say that tbe 
disregard for tbe theoretical aide 
of a calling ia with tbe farmer 
alone; it ia just because we live in 
an agricultural centre that every¬ 
thing tbe farmer does stands out 
prominently. The disregard.— 
and often Contempt,—for the theo¬ 
retical ia found in every branch of 
commerce and industry to-day, 
and no matter where one looks, 
there will be found tbe minority 
who rather diapise tbe acquirement! 
of knowledge through other than 
tbe channels of pore experience, 
and think themselves rather smart 
in doing so. It is an old fashion- 
ed view, doubtless dating from tbe 
period when men, women and 
children, unable to write their own 
name, stood at tbe forge or the 
loom from dawn to dusk. But it 
is'a view that ia disappearing, al¬ 
beit slowly, under tbe modern 
pressure of specialization. During 
tbe last half century a greater idea 
of tbe value of vocational training 
baa sprung up, until, in aome 
quarters, it baa become an ablorb¬ 
ing theme. Schools and classes 
for every conceivable occupation 
have sprung into being and yearly 
tbonaands of workers are turned 
ont to materialize their theoretical 
training at the lap of experience. 
Tbe very manner in which the 
demonstration farms and agricul¬ 
tural colleges of Canada have 
loomed into quite recent import¬ 
ance ahow. that farming, no less 
than any other calling or profess¬ 
ion, if it ia to be successful, must 
be reduced to a thorough and 
scientific study. Time and results

THE LIQUOR ADVERT. 


If tbe coming vote on prohibi¬ 
tion were not ao tetious tbe ad¬ 
vertisements being pnt round by 
the liquor interest would be a 
positive joke. From tbe half re. 
attaint sophistry of the first few 
weeks of their efforts to cajole the 
people into the belief that tbe Act 
ia no good, they are going to great 
lengths and now they have reached 
tbe stage of shouting from the 
housetops that by voting against 
tbe Liqnor Act on July 21st the 
people of Alberta will save their 
"independence and respect.” 
The two words, as far as they are 
generally understood, are hardly 
synonymous with the liqnor traffic 
and its effects, and it has yet to be 
shown where they come in in this 
respect. Tbe amount of inde¬ 
pendence and respect that t h e 
liquor people have endowed the 
pnblic with up to the present ia 
hard to find indeed, and there is 
no guarantee that things in thia 
respect will ever be'any better. 
The saloon, somehow, is an or¬ 
ganization 'which in its capacity 
does more to rob a community of 
its independence and respect than 
any other bnaioeas on the face of 
earth, and tbe more tbe average 
person has to do with it the le»s 
independence and respect ia his. 

The temperance people are al¬ 
so alluded to in tbe same advertise¬ 
ment as selfish, self seeking and 
intemperate deatructioniata. 
Plainly, there ia not an interest in 
the world that answers to this des¬ 
cription so well as the liqnor in¬ 
terest and thev are only making 
themselves ridiculous by trying to 
stamp another body with the brand 
they have worn ao long. 

The beat advertisement the pro- 
bibition cause have ia tbe liqnor 
advertisement, for the more they 
say the more wide of the mark 
thev get for they can never hope 
to convince anv body by the rub¬ 
bish they are trying to ram down 
the pnblic throat.

SYNOPSIS Of CANADIAN NOffTfCWtST 
LAND RfGUiATIONS 

THE sola bead of a family, or any 
ma'.a over 18 years old. may home 
stead a qaarter eection of available 
Dominion land In Manitoba, 8ashatch 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
nppear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agsncy or Sut^Agwncy for tbe District 
Entry by proiv may be made at any 
Dominion Lands Agency (bat not Sub- 
Agency). on certain conditions. 

Doties—du months residence upon 
and cultivation of tbe land ia each of 
three yearn. A homesteader may live 
within nine milee of hie homeeteed on a 
farm of at least 80 acrea. on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable houee is required 
except when residence ia performed id 
the vicinity. 

In oertam districts a homesteader in 
good standing may preempt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
|3 00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in each 
•f three years affter earning homestead 
patent; also 50 scree extra cultivation. 
Pre-emption patent may be obtemed as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
condition*. 

A settler who has exhausted bu* 
homeeteed right may take a purchased 
homes lead in cerUin districts. Price 
93J00 per acre. Duties—Must reside aix 
months in each of three yeara, cultivate 
50 acrea and erect a house worth 8300. 

The area of cultivation ia subject to 
reduction in case of rough, scrubby or 
atony land. Live stock may be subeti- 
luted for cultivation under certain con¬ 
ditions.

Tbe city police were nobbed by 
wire Sunday of tbe arreat in Van¬ 
couver of A. A Goodwin and Ar¬ 
thur M Brink, troth of whom are 
badly wanted here for alleged 
wholesale frauda perpetrated upon 
Alberta farmer* and producer*. 

Goodwin ia specifically charged 
with defrauding Laidlaw Bro*., of 
Okotoka' and Brink, formerly the 
manager of the Peer leva Poultry 
and Produce Co." of Calgary, with 
a similar offence. 

It ia alleged that the men made 
a practice of ordering poultry, eggi, 
butter and other dairy and farm 
produce from farmer* throughout 
the province and selling tbe atuff 
in the market, to store* and to pri¬ 
vate customer* in Calgary, and fail¬ 
ing to pay the producer. 

The "Peerless" company, ju»t 
before Christmas, it said to have 
advertised in tbe country paper* 
throughout tbe province for holi¬ 
day goods, which it disposed of, 
ostensibly on commission, in Cal¬ 
gary. Complaint after complaint 
has been received from farmers who 
supplied goods that no financial 
settlement was ever forthcoming, 
and it is alleged that thousands of 
dollars' worth of stuff was procured 
in this way and not paid for.
